this view, than they have met with the 
ridicule and condemnation of thofe who 
were previciifly the moft clamorous for

Some time fincé, it was determinéd by 
the adminiftratian to maké an experi- 
ment of the efficacy of gun-boats. . The 
experienceofolder nations had fhewn them 
to be of much ule, and circumftances pee 
culiarly applicable to the United States 
feemed to recommend them to us. A 
{mall-appropriation was accordingly made 
for this purpofe, and a number of -gun- 
boats built on approved models, —_ 

The profeffed friends of commerce and 
avowed enemies of the adminiftration, 
denounced the meafure as. weak and ri- 
diculous. They denied the efficacy of 
gun-boats,and ridiculed the planon which 
they were built. The adminiftration, on 
their part,made no boafls, They, acknow- 
ledged that they were making an experi- 
ment, which might difappcint their hopes. 
This it might have been expected, would 
have been felt by their opponents’as a gé- 
nerous-appeal to their candor. It might 
have been prefumed that before the expe- 
riment was made, they would not -have 
impeached the motivesin which it ori- 
ginated. It might have been prefumed 
that they would have fufpended their de- 
cifion, or at leat have withheld their cla- 
mors, for-a few months, that a fair op- 
portunity might be afforded to the friends 
of the meafure to difclofe their plan.— 
No fuch forbearance was, however, ma- 
nifefted. Ungqualifiedcondemnation and 
fatcafm overwhelmed the meafure and its 
projectors, The exclusive friends of com- 
merce,jealous, as it were,of teceiving any 
effectual prote@tion fromthofe whom their 
prejudices had converted_into easmieo, 

guld fee in the micafure nothing but 3 

fettled hoftility of commerce, a deliber- 
ate purpofe, under the pretext of aiding, 
to cramp commercial enterprize, -and to 
prevent any effectual protection being gi- 
ven to it.. - T 

It fo happening; that the thief magif- 
trate was-a man of philofophic -refearch, 
and of courfe lefs habituated to fervile 
imitation, than to the adoption of what- 
ever appeared on reflection moftadvilable, 
the medels’on which the boats were con- 
ftructed were reptefented by thofe who 
were fupremely ignorant of the common 
principles of mechanifm, àù totally inade- 
quate and impracticable. The loweft 
{pecies of art, charatterifed by mean and 


‘|indecent allufion,was reforted tó.. Why ? 


Becaufe the approved model did not pre- 
cifely correfpond with that of Englifh gun 
boats. For it muft have beeti remarked 
that on moft occafions, thé profeffed 
friends of commerce have allowed all the 


-| ctedit of Great Britain, which they have 


denied to their own country, __ 
Well, the adminiftration, arhidft the 
inceflant fire of the en€my, advanced to 
their object without returning the charge. 
They thought that the meafure would 
{peak for itfelf ; or if it did not, nothing 
which they could prematurely fay would 
juftify it. The gun-boats were built and 
theexperiment tried;  Anumber of them 
have crofled the ocean, and although they 


have encountered temipeftuous weather, 


they had arrived at theit deftined. fta- 
tions, In conneéfion with the larger 
veflels, they have ftruck terror into the 
breafts of the enemy, have commanded 


peace and have effected the liberation of 
‘fof our citizens. 


And, what is ftill more 
wonderful, fuch is their conftruétioen 
that even Englifhmen are the firit to ap- 
prove and acknowledge them to be mo- 
dels of imitation, as well as greatly fu- 
perior to tlieir own, gun-boats. Bluth, 
Americans, at being furpaffed in candor 
to your own government, by a nation, 
ence your enemy and {till your rival, ‘by 
a nation whofe afrogance rarely conde- 
fcenés to acknowledge - equality, much 
lefs fuperiority in any one, 

Here then is the jut revenge of cur 
adminiftration, a revenge the more ho-

Do 
cither the laws of nations, of our treaty 
ftipulations, authorife our oppofing, ün- 
der thefe circitmftances, refiltance to the 
wight of fearch, or tõ the fending otir 
veffels into the ports of the belligerent 
nations for adjudication ? Muft not this 
indignity and injuftice: be fubmitted to 
even inthe face of. aforce equal to its 
prevention? If fo, where is the mizhty 
utility of the meafure?. Such is the lan- 
guage of our cameleon cafuilts, who, in 
the extenfive wardrobe-of party preju- 
diče, can find a covering fit for any-pur- 
pofe+-who can, with perfect nonchalance 
condemn in one charaéter what they ap- 
prove ia another, and be the firft to ree 
probate what they were the firlt to re- 
commend, r E 

Becaufe this meafure was not at firft 
undertaken, the adminiftration was de- 
nounced ; and now it is adopted, its fg- 
tility: is attempted to be expofed. “Will 
thefe gentlemen have’ the..goodnefs to 
recollect that it was nor, perhaps, at firft 
adopted for the very obvious reafons they 
themfelves now urges Will they recol- 
let that until lately, the adminiftration 
were in good faith bound to obferve the 
provifions of a treaty made by thcir poli- 
tical opponents with Great Britain, from 
whofe thips of war we haye fuffered the 
moft extenfive fpoliation ; and that this

The 18th article, after enumerating 
fuch contraband articles as are declared 
to be juit objects of confifcation, proceeds 
as follows. 

“ And where the difficulty of agree- 


ing on the precife cafes in which alone 


provifions and other artic'es not general- 
ly contraband may-be regarded as fitch, 
renders it expedient to provide againft the 
inconvenietices, and mifundetitandings 
which might thence-arife. It is further 
agreed; that whenever any fuch article fo 
becoming contraband; according to the 
exifting laws of nations, fhall for that 
realon be feizéd; the fame. fhall not be 
confifcated, but the owners thereof hall 
be ipeedily and completely indemnified ; 
and the captors, of ir their default; the 
government under whofe authority they 
act, fhall pay +o the malters or owners of 
of fuch vefieis; the full value of all fuch 
article; with a reafonable mercantilé 
profit thereon, together with the freight, 
and alfo the demurrage. incident to-fuch 
detention.” é 

By the 24nd articles, * It is expfefsly 
ftipulated that neither of the faid- con- 
trating parties will order or authorife 
any acts of reprifal again{t the other; on 
complaint of injuries, or damages, until 
the faid party hall firft: have prefented 
to the other a ftatement thereof, verined 
by competent proof and evidence, and 
demanded juftice and fatisfaction, andthe 
fame fhall either have been refufed or 
unreafonably delayed.” ; 

‘The rth article of our treaty with 
Spain, ratified in the year 1795, declares 
that, 7 
. & To the end that all, manfier of diffen» 
fions and quarrels. may be avoided and 
prevented on one fide and the other, it is 
ageced, thatin cafe either of the ‘parties 
hereto fhauld be engaged în a war, the 
thips and veffels- belonging to the fubject 
or people-of the other party molt be fur- 
nifhed with fea letters or paffports,’ ex- 
prefling the name, property, and butk of 
the hip, as alfo the name and, place of 
habitation of the. mafter.of commander'of 
the [aid ihip, that it may: appear thereby, 


according to the form annexed to. this 
treaty. They fhall ikewife be recalled 
every year, that is, if the fhip happens 
to return home within thefpace cf a year. 
It is likewife agreed, that fech thips. be- 
ing laden, are tö be provided not only 
with paflports 2s above’ mentioned, but 
alfo with certificates, containing the fe- 
veral particulars of the cargo; the place 
whence the fhip failed, that fo it may be 
known whether any forbiddén or con- 
traband goods'be on ‘board the fame : 
which certificatés fhall be made out by 
the officers of the place whence the fhip 
failed in the accuftomed form ;. And 1f 
one fhall think it fit or advifable to ex- 
prefs in thé faid. certificates, the perfon, 
to whom the goods on board belong; he 
may freely do fo : Without which re- 
quifires they may be fent to one 6f the 
ports of the other contracting party, and 
adjudged by the comperent tribunal, ac- 
cording to what is above fet forth, that all 
the circumftances of this-omiffion having 
been well examined, they fhall be adjudg- 
ed to be legal prizes, unlefs they fhall 
give legal fatisfaftion of their pro- 
perty by teftimony entirely equivalent.” 

We have nor the French treaty at pre- 
fent before us : but its provifions, on the 
point under confideration, are not ma- 
waly varient from thofe already reci- 
ted. 

Here then are three treaties, by two 
of which the government are {till bound, 
ard by one of which they were bound un- 
til lately; all of which were negociated 
by a federal adminiftration, ana’ ratified 
by a federal Senate. : 

If the provifions are injurious or un- 
juft; who are to blame but federafifts ? 
However improper, it is the clear duty of 
the prefent adminiftration to oblerve 
them. That there is gréat injuftiee 
praCtifed in catrying them into effed 
cannot admit of a doubt. . That it is the’ 
duty of the government to remonitrate’ 


have remonftrated is extremély probable. 
Whether their remonfirances will put an 
end to the evil is uncertain. Should 
they fail in doing this, it rtfts with the 
legiflature to apply the femedy. The 
demand of juftice and its refufal, neceffa- 
ily, according tothe theory of 6ur go 
verament, transfers ail u!terior powers to 
the légiflature. With them are depofited 
the revenue and armed force of the na- 
tion, as well aè the regulation of ‘trade, 


and with them it muft reft to decide}. 


whether the cafe is of fuch a hattire ds to 
demand.an appeal to arms, or à reftrained 
or interdiéted intercourfe. And fhould 
a cauife occur, can it bedoubted that thofe, 
who affume to themfelvés all the patriot- 
ifm-.of the country, fhould the frends of 
the adminiftration be remifsin their duty, 
will fail to bring forward fúch meafures 
as an injured and infulted nation are eall- 
ed fipon'to purfue, Then’ the nation 
will be able to determine whether the

Should they refufe to take the neceffary 
meafures, then, and then dnly will there- 
be reafon to Complain. DA
